island of Woglan. His Excellency ex- 
preased hia willingness to erect a light at 
Waglan on the same terms us those offored 
in respect of the Gap Rock. Sir Robert 
Hart thought at the time, however, that 
tho proposal could nut then be suecessfally 
laid before the Taung-]i Yamen ; and while 
stating that the responsibility os te the 
nature of the light on Gap Rock lay with 
the Hongkong Government, recommonded 
that it should be a group flashing light. 
This recommendation was aceepted at the 
time, and arrangements were made for the 
commonecement of the Gap Rock lighthouse. 
Since thén, however, the communications 
with the Chinese Government have been 
renewed, with the result we have stated, 
OF courga, now that a light is to be erected 
on Waglan, the Cape D’Aguilar light is use-

not yet learned. Perbaps it may be trans- 
ferred to Green Island. While wo mast 
compliment the Chinese Government on tho © 
way they have co-operated with tho Hong- 
kong Governmont for the erection of theso 
lights, wo must say that in view of -the ex- 
pense incurred by Hongkong for the erec- ~ 
tion of the Gap Rock light the Chineso ara 
only duing their share in erecting a light 
on Waulan.

The amalt book 
contains a number of names, The names 
seem to havo bean written some time ago, 
Thero are no dates mentioned. At tho 
end is the following ‘mombera 21; on- 
trance feo $20 each.’ The second buak is 
a book of receipts and disbursements. On 
the cover the character for ‘threo’ 
has been altered into that for ‘five.’ It 
was before dated the thirteenth year af 
Kwong Sui, and now it is tho fiftcenth 
year of Kwong Sui. This isthe fourteenth 
year of Kwong Sui. The whole of the en- 
triea hava been made in the same style 
and apparently by one hand. Tho items 
about receipts are mysterious. There are 
such ontries as ‘ raceived vegetable money,’ 
‘reeetved wine money,’ but there ig no- 
thing said alboat who the money was 10- 
ceived from, I can say the entries have 
ail been mado at one time as the ink at 
tho ond is ef the samo colour aa at the 
beginning. Sume vf the pages have been 
purposely made dirty by rubbing on the 
floor or some dirty place. The entries 
eummence on Sth August last. There is an 
entry of a dollur paid: for ruke. There ia 
nothing in the book itself to show that it 
is connected with the Tung On Club. The 
words * Tung On Club’ are not muntianed, 
neither on the cover nor inside the book, 

By Mr Caldwell—I am_ not an expert in 
handwriting. Thero are such experts in 
)China, T- have never been called upon 
before to express my vpinion on hand. 
writing, Any dozen mon may write in tho 
same style. The entries in the second book 
are all in the same style but may have been 
written by different hands The worda 
‘choi ngen’ may mean Feast money ag well 
as vegetable meney, ‘Wino money’ would 
bear the same interpretation, 

At this stage His Worship said he would 
remand the case till Saturday. Ho ordered 
the arrest of the third defendant by warrant 
and the issue of a onupuc atur the attend.

Naw, a3 a man of sume experience io 
these matters I beg to dilfr from the 
opinion expressed in the above paragraph, 
and should like to know who is the com- 
petent authority. I sm not aware of any 
faalt that can be found with, the lighta on 
the Coast of China, The fight houses are 
ant too high and tho lights ought to be 
visible 20 or 22 milea in clear seather, 
Tho way to account fr the loasofsome few 
ateamors closa to powerful lights is this :— 
In the fret place, steamers lave no business 
to eut things so fine, and ouzht to keep 
away from the Jand in any kind of'a fog. 
Seeundly : Many men think thoy ean pick 
up a light in a fg by the plhra of it, which 
is a great mistake.

The lights are all that are required, qud all 
that is now wanted are more of them and 
that fault Sir Robert Hart in correcting as 
fast ashe can. No doubt, fivo yeafs from 
now the Coast of China will be as wall lit

NOTES FROM NATIVE PAPERS. 


The native committee for tho relief of 
the suffurera by the floods in the neighbour- 
hood of Newehwang have decided on a 
distribution of 4,000 cash.'to every grown 
person and 2,000 cash for every child, im- 
mediately. Moncy in cuin being scarce, 
and there being no bank-notes for small 
amounts, the committea have requested the 
assistance of the Huai-ch‘éng Magi-trate to 
persuade the shops to accept small notes 
issued by thoir body, 


On‘ 19th October some snow fell, and ica 
formed an inch in thickness subseyoently ; 


but on 23rd the wind shifted south, and a 
thaw came. The par:ies of the relief com- 
mittee, who have been exploring by three 
different routes, have returued. They bo- 
lieve that for the Hai-ch‘éng and Kai-p‘ing 
digtricta Tis. 50,0 0 will be required; in 
the Liso-yang district, bordering on the 
Hoi-ch'day, the distress is also very great. 
The funds ulready raised are inaullicient, 
and Shanghai is carnestly requested tu givo 
farther asaiatance.— Shén Pav.

‘The phrase which we p ace nt the head of 
this article Tepresents, wo ara informed on’ 
excellent autiiority, the present position of 
the concessions grauted to Count Mitkic- 
wicz, on behalf of a syndicate of Amutican 
Ginanciers, by the Chinese Government last 
yeur. Lika tho rest of-the world, we were 
under tho impression that theae prepoater- 
ous concessions, aa well ue the whole schemo 
devised by the Polish adventurer and a few 
foolish and corrnpt mandaring, to which the 
Vicoroy Li wns ill-advised enough to place 
his seal, had been slain by the revelations 
respecting the career of the concessionaire 
and by the aubsequent quarrels between 
himself and his principals, But, a8 wenuw 
learn, this is wot quite the case. Count 
Mitkiewicz, it is true, disappears for ever 
from the enterprise. If he curries out 
his threats, the courts of the United 
States will shortly have an oppor- 
tunity of deciding on his righia aud wrongs, 
and it is not unlikely that the procoss may 
be attended with sume piquant details as to 
tho methods by which concessiona are te ba 
obtained in North Qhina, With these 
things, however, we have nothing tu do at 
present; what is relevant and beyond 


withatanding thia disanpointment, however, 
the Viceroy, like the gamblor with a ‘oys-. 
tem,' adheres all tho more strongly to the - 
-dea that from America ho may obtain acil- 
vorloan " He, is quite persuaded and con- 
vinged of this, and that his tirat failare was 
die uerely to an unworthy instrument. 
Mitkiowiez boing impomiblo, why should 
hot Mitkiowicz’s principals, Wharton 
Barkor and tho rest, carry out his plana, 
and Ohina be blessed with a silver loan? 
With these idens floating in_his head, the 
Vicoryy finda Mr Barker and hie colleagues . ; 
seeking about for something to rescue from 
the débria of the Polish Counts arrango- 
ments, What Mr Harker is doing in 
Russia we cannot pretend juat now to say 
exactly ; but our readers may look ‘out for 
interesting news concerning this other 
matter very shortly. There will not bo 
“quil@euch a thanderclip as the Mitkiewicz 
affair, and those who reud what wo write 
new will be able to discount tho event 
largely... Moreover, the firat public move 
this time will be made in the United 
States, not in China, and if the original 
arratgements sre carried out, that move 
will be dua early in November, During 
November then we shall see what wo shall 
Pgee t 

But, returning to Li Hung-Chang’s no- 
tion respecting asilver loan from the United 
States, 1b ia acarcely necessary to paint out 
to our readers that Amcrican londors, any .- 
more than Europeans, cannot afford to giva 
an ounce of silver, worth, say, 6 shillings 
now, and get back an ounce in ten years 
which ia only worth 4 shillings. The mon 
in Wall Street cannot do ‘business on such 
terms any amore than the man in-Lombord 
Street. Nor, porhaps, is it necessary to 
point out to auy business reader that if the 
Wall Streot man can lend American silver 
on certain terms to the Chineso Govern: - 
ment, the Lombard Streat man, whoreaily 
controla the money markets of the world, 
America included, can lend American silver 
on the same terms. Whatnativo fnanciors 
can do in Now York or Buenos Ayres, or. 
Paria, or Amaterdam, that the English fin- 
ancier from hia office in Lombard Strest can 
doin New York, Buenos Ayres, Patis or 
Amoterdam, Of courss wo ore apenking 
how with reference to operations of such 
inagnitude as o national loan. If thero is 
one thing in the world which is perfectly 
homogeneous, which beate with equal pul- 


doubt ie that Mr Wharton Barker, ond 
some othera whe were behind Mitkiewicz., 
believe that in his acheme they sue the germ 
of a paying enterprise, which by careful and 
skilled nurture may develop inte acmething 
with o happier fate than that hitherto 
encountered. Ty this end they are at pre- 
sent labouring ; for this purposo Mr Barker 
visited Europe, and especially St Poteraburg 
doring the autumn, and if we are not inisin- 
formed it will not be tong before the public 
in tho East will have before thom evidence 
to shuw that thu Mitkiewicz achemo is 
sootehed, not killed. Wearcaboutto have 
lit revived m nus Mitkiowiez, who, after all, 
from one point of view, was the most pic- 
-tureaque feathre in the whole business. A 
curious circumstance about this extraordi- 
nary resurrection is that the Viceruy Li ia 
said to view “it with a certain amount of 
favour. We call this ‘curious’ because wo 
have the best reasons for beliaving that the 
Viceroy was relieved byyond mensure when 
be found that he could fairly ovade the 
concessions, and ‘that his satisfaction was 
ahared by the members of the Government 
in Peking, who feared the consequences of 
carrying out the enterpriss, Not only, we 
are told, did Li suffer in reputation by thia 
fiuseo, but his anxioty and annoyance for 
many weeks in reyard to it -aeriguely af- 
fected his health 

This being the case, it will naturally be 
asked why should the Vicoroy hive any- 
thing more to do with a matter which haa 
heen the cause of. a0 much trouble to him 7 
| Has the burnt ebild evased to dread the 
fire? If the “Viceroy found tho novel 
courses proposed by Mitkiewioz and his 
friends so perilous, why ducs he uot retarn 
to the ancient ways? The reply suggested 
is that China wants money very badly : 
what with the Yellow River tormenting the 
country with its vagaries, tho approaching 
marriage of the Emperor, the outtuy on de- 
fences, and other heavy recent expenses, 
money is sorely and urgently necded, and 
the question is where it cin be got. The 
answer, we are told, or rather Li. Hung. 
Chang's answer, will account for bis again 
tampering with a business from which he 
has stready: suffered so much; the burnt 
child still dreada the fire, but nevertho- 
lesa goes to it; driven by what it thinks 
necessity. The. Viceroy, to whom Poking 
always looks’ in auch matters, is hard 
Pressed for money; thia he can get 
oasily enough any day from these who 
huve. aided: the Chinese. Government. ta 
obtain it already.’ But. Li. wants a ailyer 
Joan, a loan, that is, not only receivable ‘in 
silverman gold loan might be this - but also 
repayublu in that metal.

The cost of money this morning 
in London is its cost in New York, Lima, 
Bombay, Meibourne, and Cape Towa. Tha 
notion that something can ba dono with 
money in Now. York, somothing in the 
way of accommodating borrowers, quito 
different from and much moro favoursbla 
than anything that ean be dono in any 
other Oapita!, is quite absurd, What New 
York can do, London, Paris, and. Berlin
